Westbrook Pegler, Noted 
Commentator, “Digests”

SAN FRANCISCO — Westbrook 
Pegler, whose biting criticism of 
crackpots and racketeers have made 
him internationally famous, 
his respects to the Ham and Eggs 
scheme in an article under a Los 
Angeles dateline, printed in today’s 
News, Pelger says: 

“The incompetents who rule the 
emotions of this city have got some- 
thing at least in the issue known as 
Ham an’ Eggs, which goes to the 
voters of California on Nov. 7 in the 
form of an amendment to the State 
Constitution. 

“This is.a proposal to create an 
absolute dictatorship. It is the most 
audacious, the most absurd and, at 
the same time, the most horrifying 
suggestion ever presented to the vot- 
ers of any American community 
since history runneth not to the 
contrary. Disguised as an old-age 
pension plan whereby all persons 
who are rising 50 years and who 
are, with variation, citizens of Cali- 
ifornia, would receive $30 every 
Thursday, this incredible fraud is 
no pension plan at all but an invi- 
tation to the voters to elect either of 


two designated individuals to a po-, 


sition to be known as that of “ad- 
ministrator.” 

“The promoters have had the ef- 
frontery to name, in a_ proposed 
constitutional amendment, two men, 
one of whom must be selected by the 
governor. These two individuals are

both of Los Angeles, of whom more 
will be reported later. It may be 
said in brief, however, that they are 
adventurers in emotional politics 
and neither, by previous achieve- 
ment, would deserve better than 
alarm, even though they were run- 
ning as nominee and alternate for 
the post of boxing commissioner.

Work Begun On 
Parish Hall 


St. Patrick’s Church 
Erecting New Building 
As Activities Center 


The members of the parish of St. 
Patrick's Catholic Church have be- 
gun the erection of a_ hall large 
enough for parish activities to mark 
the approach of the diamond jubi- 
lee of the present church building 
which will be observed next year. 

The building is being erected on 
property adjoining the church 
building on Sacramento Street. 

In announcing the undertaking, 
attention was directed to the cir- 
cumstance that in 1865 the present 
church building was built and dedi- 
cated on the site of an older frame 
structure which was destroyed by 
fire in April of 1864 and the next 
year, therefore, will witness the 
diamond jubilee of the church. 

“To mark the auspicious event.” 
the announcement says, “the par- 
ishioners of St. Patrick’s have de- 
termined to provide the parish with 
a hall large enough for parish ac- 
tivities and the work is now under 
way. 

“The building, including ap- 
proaches, will be thirty-five feet by 
seventy feet. It will be of 
stories. The foundation will be con- 
crete, the superstructure of stucco. 
The auditorium will have a seating 
capacity of two hundred and fifty. 

“It is hoped that later on the 
building will form the first unit of 
a parish school. 

“Funds for the enterprise are be- 
ing raised through the generosity of 
members of the parish and through 
the donations of other friends who 
are interested in the project. Such 
donations, it need hardly be re- 
marked, will be very gratefully ac- 
cepted.”
